disease. 

these germs caused a definite damage 
to the brain tissue and thus produced 
the abnormal behavior. Later it was 
discovered that this disease could be 
detected by certain chemical analysis 
of the spinal fluid; and, about ten 
years ago, it was found that general 
paresis could be treated suceessfully by 
giving the patient malarial fever. Here 
is a so-called “mental dledhee" caused 
by a definite physical agent which pro- 
duces a definite physical brain path- 
ology. It cpn be diagnosed by physi- 
cal means and successfully treated by 
physical methods. 

So much for the physical basis of 
this disease. When these germs invade 
the nervous system, profound mental 
and moral ch^gee result. The ener- 
getic man becomes lasy; the vivacious, 
OTll; the virtuous, dissolute; the miser- 
ly, extravagant; the timid, aggressive, 
ani the truthflil, false. Judgment 
wanes and absurd delusions and hallu- 
cinations constitute the mental life. 
The patient becomes boastful, says ^at 
he ie Napoleon, and delights in telling 
of his wonderful nowera and aohieve- 
menta. But by the use of the malarial 
treatment n large percentage of the 
patients can be restored to sanity and 
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bodily etnicturse. 

What little we know about mending 
broken personalities has bean found ou* 
solely by materialistic methods. Take, 
for example, the meet horriUs of all 
mental .disorders, general paresis. Oen- 
eml paresis la caused by syphilitic in- 
fection of the brain. Until m very few 
years ago, it was attributed to all sorts 
of montal and emotional dietm-bancos.
